In spite of the Intimation of Pre
mler Briand that the Britlsh and
French delegations were deadlocked
on the Sllesian question, and the feel
ing in diplomatic elrcles that this was
the real reason underlying Lloyd-
George's announcement of his declsion
to return to England, the French for-
eign office denies that a rupturd has
oocurred.

The United States shipping board
#teamer Black Arrow sank recently off
Cape Vilano, on the west coast of
Spain, The crew and passengers were
saved, but the ship and cargo are a to-
tal loss,

It has been officially nnnounced that
the recelpt of Eamonn de Valera's re-
ply to the British fovernment on the
Irish peace proposals, necessitating
early action by the British cabinet, is
the resd reason for Lloyd-George's de-
purture from Parla,

Col. George Harvey, United States
ambassador to Great Britain, an “ob-
server” at the supreme council meet-
ing in Parls, spoke up for the first time
since the conferences began, He of-
fered to obtaln more complete Infor
mation to assist the allles In whatever
they may do to alleviats Russin's dis-
tress and to that end has cabled his
government at Washington.

Mevada Law Provides Peculiar
Form of Execution for Men
Convicted of Murder.

CHAMBER IN NEW PRISON

State Architect Ordered to Plan Cham-
ber Where Witnessea In Safety
May See Man Die—Some Say
Method Is Cruel and
Barbarous.

Carson Clty, Ney.—In this capltal
city of Nevada they are bullding u
new state penitentinry which will con-
taln & lethal gos chamber for the exe-

cution of condemned erlminals,

Under a lnw passed at the recent
sesslon of the stute leglslnture ull per-
sons condemned to death In this state
must be killed by the administration
of lethal gas.

The Ilnws affecting the death pen-
nity have been out of the ordinary In
this state for @ number of yeurs pnst.
Under certaln restrictions the con-
demned criminal has been able to
choose his own method of executlon.
The last man to dle at the hands of
the state was one Mircovieh, who, In
the langunge of Gov. Emmet D.
Boyle, “accepted shooting.” The con-
demned man wns seated In a chalr
In the prison yard with his back to
a wall. A diagram was fixed upon
his clothing. A company of men were
engaged to shoot at the living target.
All the riflemen were expert marks-
men, As théy entered the prison
yoard they were handed loaded weap-

blanks and others were londed with
steel bulleted shells, No member of
the fring squad knew what his rifie
contalned,
Death Was Instantaneous.

After the single crash of the volley
that souffed out the forfelted Iife It
was found the figure “8" traced on
his breast had been perfectly per-
forated by the bullets, which were
found to have plugged the hack of
the chair on which he sat. The chalr
of the state's “shooting gullery”™ Is
one of the gruesome objects of curl-
osity which you can se¢ In the old
prison yard. The figure “8” ls very
accurntely outlined In the wood where
the bullets lodged after they sped
through the human body,
Those who witnessed the execution
say that death wns practically Instan-
mneons. The physiciang helleve that
shooting 1s the qulckest, least painful
and most humane method of execution,
The new law has precipitnted much
discnsslon. There are many lawyers
In Nevada who hold that a erlininal
may not be legally executed by lethal
gns. They say It 18 unconstitutional
becanse It violntesr the constitutlonal
prohibition against cruel, barbarous
and unusunl punishment. There I8
sufficlent welght to this contention In
the minds of the members of the
prison board so that they have care-
fully preserved the gullows for such
use 08 may be necessary,
Gov., Emmet D, Boyle, head of the
state, who signed the bl making the
lothal gas executlon legal, holds that
it s perfectly feasible and constitu-
tlotal,
“There are a number of lethal
gnses that may be employed,” he told
me.  “Any will produce practieally
instant death. T satlsfied myself thor-
oughly concerning this phose of the
proposition before T signed the blll
I am convinced that this method of
executlon can be simply adminigtered
and will he effective.

It Is not possible to bulld a cham-
ber which Is relatively hermetieally
sealed, because It will not permit that
the provision of the law be carrled
oul. Nelther I8 a glnss chamber
feasible, The lkellhood Is that the
denth chamber will be so bullt thut
the guses will be blown away
from the necessary wiinesses and
witchers If any fumes should escape,

Absolutely Painless,

It Is anticipated the gns will he ad-
minlstered much as gus Is adminls-
tered to a patient In a dental chalr
or to a person preparing for a surgieal
operation. In other words, It will he
A form of anesthesln, and the admin-
Istrator wiH probably be an expert
annestheticlan  chosen from among
physiclans or male nurses.

INTEREST PAID BY GASOLINE

Chairman of the Highway Commision
Says Sum Collected Wil be Spent
Before End of Present Month,

Raleigh.

Automobile tax collected by the
state for the month of July amounted
0 $1,408.400.26 and the gasoline tax
for the same period, amounting to $57,
67791, ran the state's revenue from
two sources alone well above the mil-
lion and a half mark.

The gasolne tax fs In excess of the
collections for June while the automo-
bile tax is a little under the month pre-
vious, There are many licenses yet to
be renswed and the total tax on auto-
mobiles for the season, Independant of
the “floating” collections at other
periods of the year, will run the
amount well above $3,000,000,

The gasoline tax goes to pay the in-
lerest on the outstanding notes for
construction funds while the bigger
sums are belng used exclusively for
construction  purposes.  Chalrman
Frank Page, of the state iighway com-
mission, has informed State Treasurer
Lacy that the sum collected during
the rush season will be spent before
the end of the present month.

With these expenditures on the
roads, the state will then touch for
the second time ite $10,000,000 allow-
ance for the year.
